Two Filipino gunmen 
hijacked a J a p a n e s e jetlin e r 
today and threatened to kill all 
200 passengers. But after hours 
of negotiations they freed the 
passengers 
in 
exchange 
for 
perm isssion to fly to Tokyo 
with 
captive 
crewmen 
and 
other airline employes 
The J a p a n Air lines DCO. 
however, was unable to take off 
for Tokyo tonight because the 
Japanese government refused 
to allow it to land there. 
The 
plane’s 
engines 
were 
warming up for the flight to 
Tokyo late Monday night when 
they suddenly were switched 
off 
The aircraft’s lights also 


were turned off and the plane 
stood parked in darkness 50 
yards from the main passenger 
terminal. 


Some IO hours earlier the 
hijackers, who had sudddenlv 
seized the aircraft at Manila 
Intern atio n al 
A irport, 
had 
released the 200 pasengers— 
most of them Japanese—after 
threatening to kill them unless 
authorities gave in and allowed 
them to fly the hijacked plane 
to the Japnese capital. 


Permission was granted after 
long negotiations and the big 
plane was then readied to take 
off with the two hijackers, 12 
crew members and eight other

Provisions of the bill, designed 
to

allowing prices to rise gradual­ 
ly, would have the same effect 
as the import fee. he said 
Ford imposed fees of $1 a 
barrel in February and June to 
discourage oil imports and to 
pressure Congress to pass a 
national energy 
program 
A 
sm aller levy on foreign p e ­ 
troleum 
products 
was 
lifted 
earlier and 
he 
promised 
to 
remove the tariff on crude oil if 
he got an acceptable energy bill 
from Congress. 
The new energy hill would 
"reduce the vulnerability of the 
United States to interruptions in 
the importation of petroleum.” 
he said 
But the compromise energy 
bill fell far short of what Ford 
requested a year ago in his 
State of the Union address, and 
of the dozen or so requests 
Ford made the legislation he 
signed provided only a few 
Some were in a form Ford did 
not particularly want 
The 
bill 
allows 
gradual 
removal of price controls from 
oil, extends authority to force 
industries to switch from one 
fuel 
to 
a n o th e r, 
sets 
up 
strategic oil storage, requires 
energy efficiency labeling and 
provides emergency power for 
gasoline rationing.

Ford Seeking Angolan Cease-Fire 


ST LOUIS (UPI) — Presi­ 
dent Ford today called for an 
immediate cease-fire in Angola 
and warned the United States 
m ay take “limited m easu res’’ 
to block unacceptable Soviet 
actions in other parts of the 
world. 
But he ruled out cutting off 
grain shipments to Russia in 
retaliation for Soviet interven­ 
tion in Angola. He said it would 
be a "serious m istak e” that 
would 
increase 
tensions 
be­ 
tween the two superpowers. 
"We 
favor 
an 
immediate 
cease-fire, an end to all outside 
intervention and a government 
of national unity, permitting the 


solution of the Angolan problem 
by the Angolans themselves,” 
Ford said in a speech prepared 
for delivery to the American 
Farm Bureau Federation con­ 
vention in St. Louis. 
“ U.S.-Soviet rivalry in some 
areas around the world has, 
unfortunately, 
not 
ceased,” 
Ford 
said. 
But 
instead 
of 
stopping grain sales to Russia. 
as he said some in Congress 
have suggested, the President 
said, “ The answer is to take 
other appropriate limited m ea s­ 
ures necessary to block — and 
stop — Soviet actions that we 
find unacceptable.” 
He did not spell out other 


areas of Soviet troublemaking 
or specify what he meant by 
the threat of “ limited measu­ 
res.” 
He said a shutoff of grain 
would serve no useful purpose 
and would 
not 
produce 
an 
immediate gain in diplomatic 
leverage. He argued that the 
Soviets could get along without 
American wheat. 
“The linkage of grain with 
diplomacy would mean disrup 
tion and hardship for you, the 
farmer, a serious increase in 
tensions between the worlds 
two superpowers, and no effect 
in Angola,” Ford said. 
Ford’s chief of staff, Richard 


Cheney, 
said 
Sunday 
the 
administration 
w a s 
"en­ 
couraged” by Pravda’s urging 
of an end to foreign interven­ 
tion in the former Portuguese 
colony. But it was not clear 
w hether the Soviet Communist 
party newspaper was referring 
to the 500 Soviet advisers and 
7,500 Cuban combat troops in 
Angola

agriculture,” he said. “Where’s 
the limit?” 
Kuhfuss 
w as 
referring 
to 
actions 
taken 
by 
President 
Ford to restrain farm exports, 
especially the temporary Soviet 
grain em bargo last fall 
Ford, scheduled to make a 
major speech 
today at 
the 
bureau's 
annual 
convention, 
was expected 
to 
pledge 
no 
further export restrictions on 
farm products. Ford declined 
an early invitation to address 
the convention but reconsidered 


as 
the 
presidential 
election 
draws near. 
Kuhfuss fielded questions on 
m any farm issu e s during a 
news conference but his an­ 
swers continually drifted back 
to one main them e—the bureau 
favors a m arketplace free of 
government restrictions 
“ We 
like 
to 
have

opportunity to compete in the 
world m arket,” he said “The 
farmer is not in real difficulty 
There are some problems, but 
the 
marketplace 
gives

directions for solving them if 
we can get that m essage across 
to the President.” 


"W e want to reduce the trade 
b arriers between countries We 
want to go in the direction of a 
freer marketplace instead of 
politically setting levels about 
the amount of products that 
should be produced and the 
price they should be sold a t . ” 


Kuhfuss said other countries 
have tried to make farm ing a 
political arena “and they’re in 
bad shape ” 


More than 8,000 farm ers and

minutes. 
This boiling is done to destroy 
the toxin that is responsible for 
botulinum poisoning— a toxin 
that can be produced in a jar 
that is sealed and shows no sign 
of food 
spoilage, says the 


Purdue specialist The bacteria 
responsible for this fatal toxin 
grow without oxygen and under 
conditions similar to those found 
in 
green beans an d 
o th er 
vegetables. 
If c an n in g 
in ­ 
structions have been followed 
exactly and if the 
pressure 
canner was working properly, 
these bacteria should have been 
destroyed during 
processing. 
So if you are considering 
making three-bean salad, for 
example, 
do 
not 
taste 
one 
ingredient before boiling it, says 
Dr. Simons. Eating just one 
bean containing the toxin could 
be deadly. 
Although botulism can occur 
when there are no visible signs 
of 
spoilage, 
the 
P u rd u e 
specialist says, other types of 
spoilage can be detected 
in 
these ways: 
A bulging lid on a jar m eans 
that the seal has broken and that 
the food is spoiled. 
Spurting liquid, off odor, or 
mold indicate spoilage. 


Food that appears too soft or 
mushy may be spoiled.

New Year’s day w as a bonanza of football. It was also a time 
to think into the future and wish friends and neighbors hap­ 
piness and good ch eer for 1976. The Bicentennial brought oc­ 
casion to review our past progress in the USA. 
The Bill of Rights w as ratified Dec. 15, 1791, and in 1941, the 
New York Tim es Magazine devoted an issue to its in­ 
terpretation. 
War had just been declared against J a p a n after their sneak 
attack. The m agazine section thus stressed national unity 
Wendell Willkie a t that time was nominally head of the 
Republican party. He had just been defeated for president by 
Franklin Roosevelt in a very close race. He and his wife were 
living in New York and Wendell was rebuilding his law practice 
and having periodic meetings with Republicans who held party 
posts and elective jobs at that time. 
Willkie was interviewed by Francis Brown in a lead article 
entitled “ National Unity—a Willkie F o rm u la" . Much of his 
philosophy can well be applied to conditions in our country 
today. 
“ National unity to be real has to be som ething more than 
words,” he said The Willkie prescription for national unity did 
not require that politics should be adjourned in the sense that 
the government function without an opposition group in 
Congress. "Criticism in war as in peace m ay act like a 
gyroscope," he pointed out “and may keep the ship of state from 
rolling too far in either direction It m ay serve to bring out 
mistakes of policy and management 
As the essence of 
democratic governm ent, it may help to steady the confidence of 
a war-worried people in their leadership” 
Since Watergate and the airing of the investigations of the CIA 
and FBI, the com m on m an in our country is apt to lose con 
fidence in the integrity of our leaders, but over and over in his 
interview Willkie stressed unity and the devotion of a united 
people. 
Willkie is quoted a s saying, "The opposition (in government 
thinking) must do nothing that would give aid or comfort to the 
enem y.” Obviously there should not be Congressional opposition 
of the sort that alm ost hamstrung A braham Lincoln’s effort 
win the Civil War R ath er he felt the opposition should be of the 
kind that has kept the British government relatively alert to the 
need for change w hen events have dictated change In short, the 
opposition should be loyal and such a role for the minority part 
was the one that Willkie advocated since his defeat. 
His leadership and courage in speaking out clearly on national 
issues and national policy gave him the reputation for being 
typically American In all his speeches he radiated optimism 
He said, "D em ocracy shows its greatest strength in its worst 
moments.” 
Willkie felt that our country could not live by isolation alone 
and that so far as the world conflict was concerned, the country 
was apart of what w as happening in the world He felt that 
America must re g ard itself as belonging to the world com 
munity. 
“ We are fighting for the elimination of narrow nationalism 
and isolationism which a re the breeders of w a r and of economic 
degradation and of poverty," he said. How m uch our country 
today needs his quick wit and sound thinking This is a time 
when there is a tendency for minority groups to splinter off, for 
emerging nations to vie for power, when peace in the near East 
is yet to be a reality, and communism versus dem ocracy is still 
an unsolved issue Ju s t suppose he had been elected in 1940, 
would the wisdom of this stout-hearted m an have changed 
history?

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j Doctors Issue Warning 
Shoveling Snow Possibly Leads To Heart Attacks 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Doctors 
warn those who dig their cars 
out of snow drifts could end up 
digging their own graves. 
A three-inch cover of snow on 
a 16-by-10 foot driveway will 
weigh from IOO to 500 pounds. 
The average person shoveling 
such a driveway will burn up 
from 550 to 800 calories. If the 
garage is set back 30 feet from 
the lot line, the shoveler will 
burn up from 
1,000 to 1,500 
calories. 
Such an effort m ay be good 
for the overweight householder 
but it puts a great strain on the 
body and its prim ary muscle — 
the heart. The president of the 
Chicago Heart Association said 
that strain could lead quickly to 
a heart attack 
"You could get into trouble 
after five minutes 
of snow 
shoveling and not have gotten 
into much shoveling in that five 
minutes of time. The problem 
with people who have heart 
attacks while exercising is the 
fact that they have a shortage 
of blood supply to the heart,” 
said Dr James Schoenberger. 
When a person 
undertakes 
stren u o u s activity, the heart 
pum ps more blood through the 
bodv. In turn, the heart needs 


more blood to nourish itself. If 
something 
prevents 
enough 
blood from feeding an area of 
the heart, the cells in that area 
will die. This, basically, is a 
heart attack. 
S ch o en b erg er said the p r i­ 
m ary 
factor leading 
to 
the 
heart attack is hardening of the 
coronary arteries. He said this 
is a natural companion of age, 
although rates of hardening can 
vary greatly. 
People in the 35-45 age range 
and above, diabetics and those 
with 
a 
family 
history 
of 
coronary artery disease should 
be w a ry of snow shoveling, 
even if heart problems have not 
appeared earlier. Three factors 
that speed up the hardening 
process are cigarette smoking, 
high blood pressure and high 
levels of certain fatty substan­ 
ces, including cholesterol 


Dr. Cyrus Cerry, a m em ber 
of the cardio vascular surgery 
team at Rush Presbyterian St. 
Luke’s 
Hospital 
in 
Chicago, 
said people who fall into these 
categories are not autom atical­ 
ly high-risk cases, 
but, 
“ at 
least a patient like that is a 
candidate for further medical 
exam ination.” 


The weight of winter clothing 
adds slightly to the strain on 
the heart, but Cerry said this is 
more 
than 
negated 
by 
the 
warmth 
that 
the 
clothing 
provides. He added the cold of 
winter makes any strenuous 
exercise more dangerous. This 
includes pushing stalled cars 
and walking 
through 
heavy 
snow. 
Schoenberger says the seden­ 


tary lives of most citizens are a | 
factor in heart attack. 
"Most middle-aged men are 
not 
accustomed 
to 
physical 
exertion and they are particu­ 
larly vulnerable,” he said 
A 
person 
whose 
daily 
work 
includes heavy labor will tend 
to be less susceptible to heart 
attack than one who sits at a 
desk all day. 
Cerry adds that a person 45 


or under, without any of the 
problems described above, usu­ 
ally can shovel snow safely, but 
should stop if he gets tired or 
has chest pains. 
A 
heart 
attack 
might 
be 
preceded 
by 
shortness 
of 
breath, marked general weak­ 
ness and chest pains. These 
symptoms will not necessarily 
appear, and a person with these 
sy m p to m s is not necessarily 


about to Sutter a heart attack, 
Schoenberger cautioned 
Schoenberger said those who 
are in the susceptible range for 
heart attack should obtain a 
full medical evaluation. He said 
many people ignore their health 
until their coronary sy stem s 
have deteriorated greatly. 
“The snow shoveling is just the 
final event, the coup de grace," 
he said.
